Minn., was sworn in today as 
: the 98th justice in Supreme 


Court history. 


Hlackinun, 61, took a seat va- 


cant for 13 months and held in 
the past by Holmes, Cardozo, 
Frankfurter, and other judicial 
luminaries. 


His hand on a Bible held by 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
the new justice swore to "do 
equal right to the poor and the 
rich" and to support and defend 
the Constitution against all ene- 
mies, foreign and domestic. 


Blackmun, like Burger, was 


named to the court by President 
Nixon. Their "strict construc- 
tionist" approach to the law evi- 
dently recommended them to 
Nixon and John N. Mitchell, the 
attorney general. 


Burger has lived up to his bill- 


ing by taking a uniformly con- 
servative stance 
in his first 


term as chief justice. There are 
indications Blackmun may be 
more moderate than the man 
with whom he went to kinder- 
garten and grade school in St. 
Paul. 


Two other "strict construc- 


tionists," federal judges Clem- 
ent F. Haynsworth Jr. of Green- 
ville, S.C., and G. Harrold Cars- 
well of Tallahassee, Fla., were 
rejected by the Senate for the 
seat Blackmun is taking.

Supply Line 
improved 
by Enemy

SAIGON (AP) - The North 


Vietnamese strengthened their 
supply network east of the Me- 
kong River today with the cap- 
ture of Saravane, a provincial 
capital in the southern Laotian 
panhandle. 


Informed sources in Vientiane 


said a battalion of enemy troops 
attacked Saravane shortly be- 
fore midnight Monday and occu- 
pied it before dawn. The govern- 
ment garrison of 800 men was 
believed 
withdrawing to 
the 


east. 


There were no reports of cas- 


ualties on either side. 


Saravane lies some 70 miles 


northwest of Attopeu, a provin- 
cial capital the North Vietnam- 
ese captured on April 30. Both 
towns are on strategic highways 
and provide access to several 
land and river supply routes 
from North Vietnam to South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


Saravane, 320 miles southeast 


of Vientiane, was the last prov- 
incial capital still held by the 
government east of the Mekong 
in the southern panhandle. The 
town had been virtually sur- 
rounded by North Vietnamese 
troops and their Pathet Lao al- 
lies for some six years, and mil- 
itary analysts regarded it as al- 
most undefendable. Attopeu also 
had been surrounded for years 
before it fell. 


Military sources 
said 
the 


North Vietnamese 
apparently 


had refrained from attacking 
the two towns because of politi- 
cal considerations but decided 
to strike when the outbreak of 
the war in Cambodia brought 
about a need for more supply 
routes to the south.

House Sends 
Own Team to 
SEAsia

WASHING*fOft (AP) - De- 


claring it needs a new look at 
Indochina, the Mouse has decid- 
ed to send its own task force to 
Vietnam to review the progress 
of the war. 


After three hours of wrangling 


and four roll calls, the House 
Monday approved 223 to 101 a 
resolution creating a special 12- 
member committee to investi- 
gate all aspects of U.S. military 
involvement in Southeast Asia 
within 48 days. 


The resolution was sponsored 


by Rep. G. V. "Sonny" Mont- 
gomery, D'Mlss., Who is expect- 
ed to lead the committee. He 
said it would provide the House 
with information independent of 
that gathered 
by presidential 


commissions or other 
study 


groups. 


It is planned for the House 


committee to leave after a spe- 
cial group of senators, repre- 
sentatives and other govern- 
mental leaders returns from a 
Vietnam trip requested by Pres- 
ident Nixon. 


Monday night a farmer, a 


housewife, a minister and a re- 
tired professor left at Nixon's 
instigation as part of an eight- 
member delegation 
going to 


Vietnam for a repeat of a trip 
they made more than two years 
ago. 


"It is my firm opinion," said 


President Nixon in a letter last

of the 


trips, "that it would be useful 
for you ... to make another vis- 
it to the same places you saw 
before."

House doves sought to retain it 
and forced the vote in which the 
House sustained the elimination

Meanwhile, Sen. John Tower, 


R-Tex., returned from Vietnam 
Monday and said President Nix- 
on's decision to send troops into 
Cambodia was an "unqualified 
success," 


Tower was one of a dozen gov- 


ernment leaders named by the 
President to survey the Vietnam 
situation. 


On his return, Tower told re- 


porters in Los Angeles the Cam- 
bodian operation would hasten 
withdrawal of American troops 
and speed up Victimization of 
the war.

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) - The 


head of the Mississippi High- 
way Patrol has broken his offic- 
ial silence on the Jackson State 
College violence to take issue 
With Mayor Russell Davis' sta- 
tement that city police "did not 
fire a shot." 


Giles Crisler, state public safe- 


ty commissioner, Monday night 
issued a statement a few hours 
after Davis announced a btrac- 
ial 
committee's 
investigation 


and other reports showed city 
police fired no shots during a 
barrage that killed two and 
wounded nine at the college May 
15. 


"By inference, unnuendo and 


omission, the statement ... 
would assign exclusive respons- 
ibility for the Jackson State cas- 
ualties to the Mississippi High- 
way Highway Patrol," Crisler 
said. "I reject this as being a 
prejudicial 
distortion 
of 
the 


truth." 


In a statement released by his 


office, Crisler said, "The fact 
that the mayor's committee did 
not have subpoena power to 
compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses gives the inquiry a per- 
sonal rather than official cha- 
racter. 


"The Mississippi Highway Pa- 


trol went to Lynch Street at the 
specific request of Mayor Davis. 
Our mission was to support the 
Jackson city police in a joint 
effort to preserve the peace. 
This, we did." 


Davis said his statement was 


based on testimony given a bi- 
racial investigating committee 
and "all other reports given to 
me by others concerned with 
various aspects of the investiga- 
tion ... 


"This should say to all per- 


sons of our community that we 
do have a well-disciplined, well- 
trained police department and 
one that can: be trusted to act 
in a professional manner under 
all circumstances, however dif- 
ficult they may be," he said. 


Davis appointed the biracial 


committee of five attorneys to 
investigate the incident and said 
the district attorney and circuit 
court had reviewed the report 
and found it "to have been done 
impartially, dispassionately and 
with restraint." 


The investigation report has 


not been made public, but Davis 
said he felt the role of city police 
should be publicized. 


"After all is said and done 


we settle back to the business 
of developing the city," he said, 
"the Jackson police department 
is going to be here in their 
capacity and responsibility of 
providing protection for life and 
property for all of our people." 


Davis called on all citizens to 


work together for law and jus- 
tice and not allow troubles to 
polarize the population.

insurance firms have balked at 
covering U.S. Treasury bonds,

says. 


Losses reached $20 million 


last year for banks in New York 
City alone. Wall Street broker- 
age firms were hit hard also, 
the board said. 


The FBI, keeper of the only 


full list of which securities are 
stolen, won't make its data 
available to banks that may be 
confronted with a 
suspicious 


bond, the board told Congress. 


The report was sent privately 


from 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 


Board to a House investigating 
subcommittee. A copy was ob- 
tained by the Associated Press. 


The board made no mention 


of Mafia involvement in the 
Fash 'of thefts from the muitibll- 
lion-dollar flow on Wall Street of 
Treasury bills, bonds and notes 
—each a type of loan to the gov- 
ernment that can be cashed in 
or sold. 


But it said insurance firms 


have been hiking their fees for 
covering the government bonds 
in Wall Street hands since last 
fall and, in several cases, have 
refused to furnish any more pro- 
tection. 


The theft losses last 
year 


were substantially higher than 
any other year in history, the 
report said. 


It cited the $13 million disap- 


pearance 
from 
the 
Morgan 


Guaranty Trust Co. as well as 
two other New York bank cases 
that each topped $1 million. 


Many Treasury bills are pay- 


able to the bearer and can be 
cashed easily. Other stolen se- 
curities have been used as col- 
lateral to get loans at banks 
ranging from Miami, Fla., to a 
small town in central Pennsyl- 
vania. Still other stolen bonds 
are carried overseas for sale. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


report was sent in response to 
inquiries by Rep. Dante B. Fas- 
cell, D-Fla,, chairman 
of a 


House government 
operations 


subcommittee. 


The report said the Treasury 


had stopped keeping its central 
list of stolen securities 12 years 
ago, although it said several re- 
gional banks in the Federal Re- 
serve system had renewed an 
informal checklist last fall to 
block attempts to cash stolen 
Treasury bills and bonds. 


The FBI has a computerized 


list of stolen securities, but it 
will give out the information 
only to police agencies and not 
to banks, the board said. 


The report recommended the 


FBI data be made available di- 
rectly to banks, brokers and 
other financial firms. U this 
can't be done, it said some other 
federal 
agency 
should start 


keeping a computerized check- 


list of the stolen government 
bonds.

Asthmatic Bronchitis 
Caused by an Allergy 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Can a person ever be 


cured 
of asthmatic 
bron- 


chitis? What causes it? Could 
it make you lose your voice 
or feel tired? 


A—This disease is caused 


by an allergy. It can be con- 
trolled rather than cured. 
When the offending allergen 
has been identified it should 
be avoided. Desensitizing in- 
jections may be given and 
various drugs may be help- 
ful. The chief symptoms are 
shortness of breath, cough 
and wheezing. Fatigue and 
loss of voice may occur as 
secondary symptoms. 


Q—I have chronic asth- 


matic bronchitis. Could this 
cause my chest, back and 
arms to ache constantly? 
How much of my shortness 
of breath could be caused by 
cigarettes? 


A — Asthmatic bronchitis 


may caus,e some soreness in 
ybuKc'hesf and a'b'domeh but, 
since this pain is not constant 
as a rule nor present in the 
back or arms, some other 
cause for your 
symptoms 


should be sought.

FBI Target 
of Picketing 
by Mafia 


NEW YORK (AP) - A judge 


has agreed to take a first-hand 
look today at a picket line un- 
like any New York has ever 
seen. Its target is the FBI and it 
has been led at times by Joseph 
Colombo, one of the top names 
on the Justice Department's list 
of Mafia bosses. 


Meanwhile, the jurist, state 


Supreme Court Justice George 
Starke, advised the picketing 
Italian-American group Monday 
to tone down the volume of its 
sound equipment, which has led 
to a court suit by East Side resi- 
dents. 


The FBI's neighbors are seek- 


ing 
a 
permanent 
injunction 


from Starke against the demon- 
strators, whom they describe as 
a nuisance.' Among defendants 
in their suit is Colombo. 


Far from playing the shadowy 


role of a big time mobster, Col- 
ombo has taken to the streets
